YESHIVi.  UKIVERSITT  GETS  IKITIAL  $500,000  GIFT 
FFtai  MAX  STERN  TO  OPEN  COLLEGE  FOR  I'-'Q^EN 

An  initial  gift  of  S500,000  by  Max  Stern  of  New  York  City  to  establish  a 
College  for  Women  at  Yeshiva  University  waa  announced  yesterday  by  Dr.   Samuel 
Belkin,  president. 

The  gift  by  Mr,  Stem,  who  is  president  of  Hartz  Moxuitain  Products  and 
vice-chainaan  of  the  University's  Board  of  Trustees,  represents  the  largest  sinfrle 
contribution  to  the  institution  in  its  58-year  history.      It  is  also  believed  to 
be  the  largest  gift  of  its-kinrf  to  a  Jewish  educational  institution.   Dr.  Belkin 
declared. 

Dr.   Belkin  reported  that  the  College  will  open  this  Fall  in  a  mid-toTTi 
location  and  will  be  called  the  Stern  College  for  IVonen  of  Yeshiva  University, 
He  added  that  the  acquisition  of  a  new  building  would  be  announced  shortly.      The 
new  V/omen's  College  will  he  patterned  after  the  UniVfrrsity's  present  College  of 
Ar^s  and  Science^   now  entering  its  twenty-sixth  year.
